COUNCIL FINDS 
REMONSTRANCE 
PETITION SHORT 


City Distributes Licenses Minute After Mid- 


night and Wholesalers Speed Supply to 
Dealers—Legalized Brew Returns Quietly 
With Only Slight Rush of Patrons. 


Beer was being sold legal- 


ly in Lincoln Thursday for the 
first time since May 1, 1917, 
the city council at exactly 
12:01 a. m., having directed 
City Clerk Berg to issue li- 
censes to the 105 wholesalers 
and retailers whose applica- 
tions had already been ap- 
proved 


The council's order followed re- 


jection of dry remonstrance peti- 
tions filed at 10:10 p. m, Wednes- 
day because of an insufficient num- 
ber of signatures. 
Just one minute elapsed between 


the council's order to Mr. Berg and 
the time M. D. Gulley rushed down 
the city hall steps with the first re- 
tail license, followed m only a lew 
seconds by a representative of the 
George F. Burt Co, with the first 
wholesale permit. 
The issuing of licenses continued 


until after 1 a. m. By that time 
more than half of the certificates 
had been handed out. and whole- 
salers were rushing their delivery 
trucks to all parts of the city and 
Into th° rural distncts. Although 
they had their permits, only a f"» 
retailers started selling during the 
early hours of the day. 


Fifty Dry* Bring Petitions. 


The petitions protesting the issu- 


ing of licenses were not filed with 
the city cleric until after 10 p.m., 
but were in the city hall twenty 
minutes earlier, having been taken 
to the council chamber first. As 
the nearly fifty who accompanied 
the petitions 
from the 
remon- 


strance headquarters at the Y. W. 
C. A. filed into the cleric's office 
they were led by Police Officer El- 
mer Beals, carrying the petitions m 
a pasteboard box. 
Mr. Berg accepted the petitions 


and immediately started checking 
them 
His first check was as to 
number. His report showed that 
there were 9,188, just three under 
the 9.191 said by the remonstrators 
to be listed 
Aided by his complete office staff 


which had been waiting since 8 
o'clock for the petitions to show up 
Mr. Berg, and the members of the 
city council, including the mayor, 
then started checking the names.

Hopes to Restore Order 


By Mediation Rather 


Than Intervention. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y.. Aug. 10— 


(IP)—President Roosevelt looked to- 
day for quick action in Cuba in 
response to his strong appeal to 
the Island republic to stop political 
warfare and restore economic or- 
der.The president 
carefuliy 
with- 


held open intervention in the in- 
terest of bringing about peace and 
happier times by the policy of me- 
diation. 
In plain words to Senor 
Oscar 
Cintas. official 
a m b a ssador of 


President 
Gerardo Machado, Mr. 


Roosevelt sent word to Cuba that 
"the problems of starvation and of 
depression are of such immediate 
Importance 
that 
every 
political 


problem should be met in the most 
patriotic spirit in order to improve 
conditions at the earliest possible 
moment." 


Mr. Roosevelt gave this final op- 


portunity to the president of Cuba 
and his government to restore con- 
ditions while the 
governments of 
foreign nations were protesting to 
the United States about injury to 
their nationals 
and 
damage to 
their property in Cuba. 
It is known, 
unofficially 
here, 
that Great Britain and Spain made 
these 
protests. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt, 


however, does not regard 
armed 


force as the way to do things. He 
is seeking a new order by peace- 
ful methods. 
Late 
yesterday 
afternon 
and 
throughout the night, the president 
devoted his attention to the Cu- 
ban crisis. He received Ambassa- 
dor Cintas and talked the situa- 
tion over wth him. Cintas, in the 
end, was given a firm statement

Beer signs popped into windows 


of downtown places as the zero 
hour struck. Some proprietors with, 
long memories frosted their mir- 
rors. 


A 50-year-old rosewood bar in 


one place felt something stronger 


than one-half of one per cent glide 
along its top for the first time in 
nearly a generation. However the 
one-time bar Is officially a lunch 
counter now Bars are specifically 
outlawed by the beer statute 


The only hitch reported during 
the delivery phate was the com- 
plaint of railroads that the hun- 
dreds of cars of curious people who 
gathered to see the unloading got 
in the way of switch engines. 


Nearly a dozen cars of beer were 


still in the railroad yards Thurs- 
day morning, awaiting consignment 
—each car holding 600 cases of 
pint bottles.

TUITION PUPILS WANTED. 


THERE was a time not so long ago when city 


boards of education in Nebraska objected to so 


many outside students coming in and attending high 
schools because the Influx in some cases compelled 
the boards to provide additional teachers and facili- 
ties. The extra revenue received as tuition charges 
was not sufficient, in some instances, to pay the ex- 
tra costs incurred.

othfer school Income drastically cut down, and most 
boards are ready to welcome with open arms all the 
non-resident pupils who wish to come. Every little 
bit of cash taken in helps in these days of pinching 
economy.

It has been evident for five years that Cuba was 


drifting toward a crisis which would be the most 
serious of any confronting the republic since the is- 
land gained its freedom through American help.

It 
was Impossible for America to go to war, to sacri- 
fice both money and human lives in Cuba's cause 
without acquiring an unselfish, but nevertheless, pro- 
prietory concern over the affairs of the island. Cir- 
cumstances will not alter it. Always we shall think 
that we fought in order that Cuba might have free- 


dom, 
and no matter what form of 
disturbance 


sweeps over it, there will be apprehension, anxiety, 
and solicitude. 


There has been a great indifference to government 


in this country, -it has seemed so far removed from 
the Individual, so remote and so detached from his 
happiness and his welfare, that too generally he has 
not bothered his head about it, until the lightning 
bolt of 1929 jarred him from complacency and dis- 
interest. But a government is never better than 
the mass sentiment behind it. If the events which 
led us into trouble come back to arouse indignation 
and resentment, the individual should recognize and 
should realize that its failure was his failure. .A dis- 
tinguished patriot of the Revolutionary era expressed 
it in the words that vigilance is the price of free- 
dom. 
Throughout the world, wherever representa- 


tive institutions prevail, the same questions are be- 
ing asked. How did we get into the mess? Why 
should the masses suffer? Why should innocent peo- 
ple become victims to the same cruel circumstances 
that have visited others less industrious, less pur- 
poseful, less frugal, less thoughtful?

formity with the greatly reduced revenues which will 
be available for municipal government is entitled to 
the warmest praise, it was an unpleasant duty in- 
volving sacrifice on the part of each 
one of' the 


members of the commission heading the various ac- 
tivities and departments. It involved more than that 
for it entailed the most rigid economy in salaries for 
employes who never have been overpaid. 


But the commission did a wise thing in heeding 


the clearly expressed mandate of the taxpayers, in- 
stead of attempting to devise means of adding new 
taxes to offset the losses due to a sharp drop in as- 
sessed values of all kinds of property. 


At the same time, the public should realize what 


the slash really means, it should take into account 
that additions In police and fire forces and facilities 
which may be needed and may be highly desirable 
are- impossible under the budget approved 
will be less money to spend on parks, on _„ 
maintenance, on health activities, and so on down 
the line. Under those circumstances, criticism should 
be examined carefully before it is made.

"When the statement was shown 
to Auditor Price he made the fol- 
lowing comment: 
"That's all poppvoock, in my 
opinion. The state law makes it 
the duty of my office to audit the 
accounts of all state departments 
and activities. The state account- 
ant, who is my appointee and ofii- 
cial subordinate, even makes peri- 
odical checks of th* supreme 
court's receipts and expenditures, 
and the court has never objected 
thereto. The making of such an 
audit is a purely administrative 
function and has nothing to do 
with the management of 
failed 
banks or the disposal of their 
property under court direction. 
Bliss Replevin Failed. 
"I am getting very tired of the 
governor's dictatorial methods and 
his refusal to play ball with other 
state officials. 
He has no moral 
nor legal right, as I see it. to re- 
fuse his assent to a regular exam- 
ination of any of his departments. 
Two year? ago, when C. G. Bliss 
tried to remove some of the rec- 
ords of the bank receivership divi- 
sion under a writ of replevin. Gov- 
ernor Bryan by executive order de- 
clined to allow them to be taken 
away. Sheriff Hensel of Lancaster 
county, who went to the capitol 
with the replevin order from a lo- 
cal court, was told that state prop- 
erty could not b« molested, and he 
did not attempt to execute the 
writ.

NEW YORK. Aug. 10—(/P)—LOU 


Gehrig hasn't the slighest recollec- 
tion of the game or circumstances 
under which he began his 
"iron 


man" streak of consecutive games 
away back in 1925. when he was 
just an enthusiastic big league 
"freshman" trying to make good for 
the Yankees the way he used to do 
for "dear old Columbia." 


What's more, he hasn't thought 


much about it since and he has no 
idea whatever of asking for a day 
off after he plays consecutive game 
No. 1,308, probably some time next 
week in St. Louis, to surpass the 
world record for baseball endurance, 
set by Everett Scott, Yankee short- 
stop, the same year that 
Gehrig 
took off on his non-stop flight. 


"Why 
should there be so much 


fuss aboitf a fellow sticking to a 
good, steady job?" asked 
Gehrig, 


after knocking off work yesterday 
in game No. 1,302. "I can't see that's 
anything to get excited about. I line 
to play baseball, .the Yankees seem 
to want me regularly on first base, 
so why not be in there right along?" 


Why Get Excited? 
It was called to Lou's attention 


that perhaps there were times dur- 
ing his long run that he might have 
liked to lay off. that, in fact, he 
played for several weeks in 1931 
with a broken little finger on his 
throwing hand and at other times 
with a sprained ankle. 
"Well," 
he 
admitted, "it may 


have been tough some times, but I 
figured I might as well play if I 
could, instead of babying myselt 
about Uttle things like that, i 
played a lot of football when I was 
in college and nobody was taking 
time out to ask me how I felt. I 
think the experience was good for 
me. At any rate, I 
can't say I 


ever had much real excuse lor not 
being in the ball game or that the 
effort to keep my string intact in- 
fluenced me to play when I should- 
n't. This long run of games didn't 
mean much to me until I passed. 
the 1.000 mark."

"Chicago White Stockings." That

there. 
Thus, another old champion went 


on to join the others who have 
passed since the first of the year. 
One of them, Tony Canzoneri, wit- 
nessed the carnage that led up to 
Jeby's debacle. Two more, Corbett 
and Fields were happily many miles 
away. 


A fourth, John Sharkey, presum- 


rbly stayed in Chestnut Hill. It is 
uuHer in Chestnut Hill, btu safer. 
This was not the kind of a prize 
fight to inspire old champions with 
visions of renewed grandeur. Jeby, 
trailing in the betting at 8 to 5, 
never really got his hands up in 
this fight. He was kicked all over 
the place. He was slaughtered. 


No One Surprised. 


The end surprised no one. The 


only surprise was that it did not 
come sooner. Jeby was clipped right 
under the opening bell. He kept get- 
ting clipped all 
the way. This 


Brouillard was a pretty good fighter 
last night. He ought to be a good 
champion. 


The record says he has to be, for 


he was a champion once in the 
class below and only the good ones 
— Tunney, 
Fitzsimmons, 
Greb,

Only Frank Battaglia 
had 
done that previous to last night. 


Thousand Punches. 


Battaglia did it with one punch. 


Brouillard took a thousand. At that 
it speaks well for Jeby's courage 
and toughness, that he didn't go 
out with the first. He couldn't get 
p.way from Brouillard's left. Just 
to balance the record, he couldn't 
get away from Brouillard's right, 
either. He kept bumping it briskly 
with his nose. The nose is large, 
but Brouillard's fist was harder. 


It wasn't a fight. It was a work- 
out on the sand bag. Even when 
Jeby got inside, he could do noth- 
ing, for here Brouillard. rugged and 
strong at 158'L- pounds threw our 
Ben around like a 16-pound ham- 
mer.

govern- 


ment crop estimate for August was to 
be given out at 3 p. m., today. Chicago 
time. Anticipation of amplification of tne 
disaster which has overtaken the small 
grain crops, hay. potatoes and the leading 
feedstuffs 
of 
the 
country, 
yesterday 


brought renewed 
bullish 
sentiment. All 


grains closed higher wheat as much as 
three' cents over the previous finish. 


The east again came in as a fair buyer 


of wheat. Western speculators were dis- 
posed to regard corn and other 
feed 
grains with more favor than the bread 
cereal and bought both corn and oats on 
a larger scale- than recently. Leading crop 
experts said the government report prob- 
ably would suggest smaller yields of feed 
grains than the returns given Out earlier 
in the month, though they indicated the 
smallest harvest of wheat and oats since 
1893. and the smallest corn crop, with 
two exceptions, since 1900. 


With the predicted shortage in 
feeds 


of all kinds in various parts of the coun- 
try, particularly the southwest and the I 
northwest, some observers anticipate the 
surplus producing sections of the west, 
cuch as Illinois, Iowa and Nebraska, will 
be called upon heavily by the drought- 
stricken areas. Necessary funds to pur- 
chase the feeds probably will be obtained 
by many farmers by signing the govern- 
ment contracts to reduce wheat and cot- 
ton acreage.
